Lanbropows” 3 
stated that it appeared not wholly improbable thet an attempted 
solution of present day disturbances might be brought about by 
“peaceful means" involving the formatiom of a service government by 
Themistocles Sephoulis who would be surrounded and supported by 
ostensibly "demccratic® personalities of the Center who were really 
Left-wingers. Cnce these people have secured strategic posts, they 
would undermine all the conservative policies of tha present 
government regarding rehabilitation and freedom from "Slav pressure".
